The U ydranlic M inen. 
N orth San J dan, November 12th.—Min­ 
ing matters are unsettled here. A few days 
ago the Sheriff of this county served orders 
on the mining companies on this ridge to shut 
off the water from the ditches. The next day 
the Sheriff was enjoined by our Superior 
Court, at the suits of the North Bloomfield, 
KurekatLake and Milton Water Companies, 
from interfering further iu shutting off, or in 
attempting to shut off, the water from these 
several companies. Of courr j these mover 
and counter-moves make confusion worse con­ 
founded in matters here, and amid these 
squabbles the interests of this great mining 
section suffer immensely. As the people be­ 
low know, or should know, the closing down 
of the mines here destroys the basis of every 
kind of business in the mountains. The 
miners are ready and willing to make every 
effort to protect other interests from ruin 
through their operation, but must have time. 
The action of the Supreme Court in the mat­ 
ter pending before it, as to Judge Keyser’s 
qualification in the mining cases now pending 
before him, is anxiously awaited, and will 
kelp to solve the mining problem. 
N evada, November 12th.—In the suits 
brought Wednesday by the mining companies 
against Sheriff Tompkins, the defendant was 
given ten days’ time in which to answer. It 
is believed he will justify his act3 by Judge 
Mayhew’s orders. The legality of those or­ 
ders will then have to be determined in the 
Superior Court of this county, and this, to 
the miners, is certainly a great desideratum. 
They say they are tired of wiiat is termed by 
them “ Slickeas Courts.” 
A Alurder Case on Trial. 
N evada Citt, Novembir 12sh.—The trial 
of Frank Johnson for the murder of John 
Noyes, at Qusker Hill, last July, has been 
before the Superior Court all this week. The 
evidence was concluded yesterday, and to­ 
day has been consumed by the arguments of 
counsel. To-night the ease was given to the 
jury. Johnson, the defendant, is a young 
man, 23 years of age, while the man he killed 
was about 40 years old.

San F rancisco, November 13th.—George

friends of deceased. The building was ap­ 
propriately draped and the flcral offerings 
were very profuse. 
ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES. 
The sixth anniversary of the organization 
of the Presbyterian Union of the Pacific 
Coast was held this afternoon. The exer­ 
cises were largely attended and interesting. 
DEDICATION. 
The formal dedication of the new building, 
No. 312 Post street, belonging to the Verein 
Eintracbt, took place this evening. Inter­ 
esting exercises were held, concluding with a 
banquet and ball. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
A young man of about 24. and thus far un­ 
known, died in tho street Friday night. 
There are §915,000 in the San Francisco 
Treasury, by the count of the Grand Jury. 
I he Board of Trade is taking action 
against the proposal to grant local railroads 
the right to penetrate and encircle the city 
so as to bar out any others from the water 
front. 
A "Tar Flatter” named Charles Barclay 
met Mary Corrigan in a lodging-hou^e on 
Third street, near Howard, and stabbed her 
in the head because she refused to accede to 
hi3 wishes. 
The residence of R. P. Davidson, No. 2919 
Howard street, was entere! by burglars dur­ 
ing the absence of the residents, and money, 
jewelry, plate aud clothing valued at §1,000 
was stolen. 
Wm. Allen, a painter, called on a former 
employer, H. L. Hoff, for employment, and 
being, refuicd throw a cup full of vitriol in 
Hoff’s face. Alien fled. 
Hoff’s face is 
badly burned. 
Articles of incorporation of S Woman’s 
Medical College have been filed. It is to in­ 
clude a hospital and dispensary. The Di­ 
rectors are Susan P. Blunt. Carrie W. Ellis, 
Ellen M. Domett, Sarah E. Furnas Wells, 
M. D. (President), and Mary Priscella 
Sautelle, M. D., (Dean.) 
Stephen H. Henderson, who threatened to 
shoot Postmaster Coey unless paid §5,000, has 
been examined by the Commissioners of Lu­ 
nacy. At first it was thought that the man 
was not insane, as he denied having written 
the letter, and the Commissioners were at a 
loss to know whether to commit him or not. 
It was finally proven that he did write the 
letter, and he was accordingly adjudged in­ 
sane and committed to the Napa Asylum. 
Henderson has been confined iu the insane 
asylums three times in this State, besides 
serving a two-and-a half-year term in a Dub­ 
lin asylum, after having attempted to shoot 
his sweetheart. 
In a suit of T. C. Sanborn against Adolph 
Sutro the plaintiff alleges that early in June, 
1864, the defendant directed him, by a writ­ 
ten contract consisting of telegrams seut 
from Virginia City, to buy 555 shares of Lady 
Bryan stock, Sanborn being then a stock 
broker. The shares were to ha bonght buyer 
thirty days, not to exceed §10 a share, 20 per 
cent. down. 
According to the rules of 
the San F«sneisco Stcck and Exchange 
Beard, of which Sacborn was a member, lie 
purchased the stock in his own name and be­ 
came liable fur the purchase price, §9,494 75. 
Sanbiru paid a portion of the mor.ey, and on 
account of his inability to make good the 
balance forfeited his seat in the Board, then 
valued at §4.000, but since estimated at 
S40.000.

Another “ Crank” Tarns Fp—Jay KonM 
R eceives a D isturbing Epistle. 
N ew Y ork, November 13th.—October 15th 
an anonymous letter was sent to a gentleman 
on Walt street, asking the iüclosure to be 
forwarded to Jay Gould, the well known 
financier. The letter addressed to Gould was 
also anonymous, and read as follows : 
Windsor Hotel, October 15, 18S1. 
Jay Goulil, Esq.—Sir: It ia my painful duty to in­ 
form you that within six days from the date of this 
letter your body will have returned to the dost from 
whence it came. 
I therefore entreat you to 
make your peace with God, npd prepare for 
the fate which awaits you. 
This is no 
wish of mine to take your life, but I am 
iuspired and requested by the Ail Living God to do 
so as a public necessity, and for the benefit of the 
community at large. You must undoubtedly be 
aware that you have been a rogue of the first water 
ail ycur life; that thrcugli your artful cunning and 
deceit yen have robned thousands of people of their 
birthright. You have bad no mercy. You have 
robbed rich and poor, father and fa'lierless, widow 
and orphan, indiscriminately, of the last dollar, and 
through your villainy have brought ruin and de­ 
struction on thousands of families. All this 
you have done under a cloak, by circulating 
false reports, by buying newspapers, making 
falso statements, committing perjury- and by 
artful cunning aud deception. Iu fact, you 
have robbed both great and small, and now tho 
Lord says you must pay for it all; that your death 
is a public necessity, in order to save thousands of 
others from pain and destruction. Your death will 
be an easy one, for 1 purpose shooting you through 
the heart if possible, and if my firct shot is not in­ 
stant death 1 will give the coup de grace with a 
second shot, s > that your death shall be quick and 
easy.

He 
has applied to me in a dream, and requested me to 
slay you as a public necessity, and in doing so God has 
assured roe it is by Divine Providence that I am 
chosen to do this act, and that by doing so I shall 
become a public benefactor, and I have sworn and 
taken a solemn oath before the Ali Living God that 
I will put you to death 1 intended to have shot 
you last Friday (yesterday), when I saw you with 
Dillon and Sage. I had my pisto! ready end cocked, 
but a voice from the Lord "sounded in 
my ear, saying, “ Hold on ; give him time 
to repent, lest he descend into everlasting 
punishment." Now make your peace with God and 
prepare for the fate that awaits you. and may the 
Lord have mercy on your soul. I am only an agent 
of the Lord The Lord appeared to me again last 
night, and said, ” Jay Gouid must surely die," and 
when I reasoned with the Lord in my dream, I told 
Him my life would also be required, and 1 would be 
hanged.

N. B.—Should I not have an opportunity within 
s;x days, I will Burely do so the first opportunity 
that occurs. 
Gould gave the letter to his broker, Wash­ 
ington G. Conner, and directed every effort 
to be male tc find the writer end punish him. 
Conner gave the letter to Ir.spsctor Byrrc?, 
of the detective force, and they began d . vis­ 
ing means to capture the rogue. Personals 
were inserted in the newspapers which drew 
from the unknown writer a number of other 
letters, iu which he by turns threatened 
Gould and implored him to help him win 
back some hundreds cf thousands which he 
claimed he bad lost in stcck r.peculations. 
He sent Gould a key by which the personals 
could be published, using cipher words in 
placo of names cf stocks, and by which 
Gould could give him information on which 
he could speculate safely. Following this 
key, tho Inspector and Mr. Conner kept up a 
correspondence with the blackmailer until 
to-day. Meanwhile it was discovered that all 
the letters Bent by the blackmailer passed 
through Station E, Thi ty-fourth street 
r.r.d Eighth avenue, and a plan was formed 
to capture him. The Postmaster and Post­ 
master-General were consulted, and fifty car­ 
riers in ci izeUB1 dress were placed at the dis­ 
posal of Inspector Byrnes to-day. 
The 
carriers assembled at Station E at an eariy 
hour this morning, and were met there by an 
equal number of detectives. Soon afterwards 
each of the fifty letter-boxes in the district 
were watched by a detective and carrier. 
Whenever a person dropped a letter in the 
box a detective kept watch on the person un­ 
til the carrier ha! gone to the box, opened it 
and read the address on the envelope. It

1 The secret was closely kept, aud at 3 p. m. 
a tali, well-dressed man of sixty years 
dropped a letter addressed to Gou’d into the 
box at TMrty-Fcurth-street and Seventh 
areaue. He was arrested at ones and taken 
to pidica hsadquRrters. where he admitted 
his guilt. He gave his address as Col. ,T. 
Howard Welles, No. 305 Fifth avenue. He 
would not give any further information about 
himself, aDd it was ascertained afterwards 
that the addrees in Fifth avenue was not his 
present place of residence, though he had at 
one time boarded there. Ho was so much 
distressed by his arrest that he wa3 watched 
closely to-night for fear he would commit 
suicide. It was said to-night that Gonld 
would prosecute Welles. 
Tlie Trial of the PrrMilent’* Mu-«lerer. 
W ashington, November 13:b.—The trial 
of Guiteau will be begun to-morrow in the 
Criminal Court. A host cf witnesses have 
been summoned on both sides, and arrange­ 
ments are perfected to Eeat ali the spectators 
allowed in the Court room. No lr-UDging will 
be permitted in the aisles or corridors. John 
Guiteau, of Boston, and his sister, Mrs. 
Scoville, visited tfceir brother at the jail this 
afternoon. The interview lasted nearly two 
hours. The prisoner betrayed no unusual 
emotion at the meeting, and after exchang­ 
ing salutations, began the old story of the 
causes which prompted him to commit 
the crime. 
He expressed no regret for the 
action, but reiterated his previous story 
about "being inspired by God.” George 
Scoville, Guiteau’s counsel, Btated this even­ 
ing that his client had insisted that it should 
be his prerogative to make a statement in 
Court to morrow, and that Gniteau had been 
engaged the past ten days in preparing a doc­ 
ument setting forth his views, which ha will 
probably produce as soon as the Court opens 
to-morrow, unless prevented by J udge Cox. 
Scoville said to-night that it was not the in­ 
tention of counsel to introduce technical ob­ 
jections in selecting a jury. They will 
endeavor to obtain a jury composed of men 
capable of rendering a fair verdict after hear­ 
ing the evidence, and who will not be carried 
away by pnblic clamor against their convic­ 
tion. In Honor of Ih c Late President. 
N ew Y ork, November 13lh.—The James 
A. Garfield Oak Society, formed almost en­ 
tirely of Germans residing in the eastern dis­ 
tricts of Brooklyn, met tc-dsy at Cypre.-s 
Hill Cemetery to plant an oak in memory of 
the martyred President. A procissinn of 
1,200 men, including members of ths Grand 
Army of the Republic, the Sixteenth Ward 
Battery, Germania Schnetzenbnnd, the John 
Bloum Association, the Nineteenth Ward 
Battery, Veteran Cadets, and Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Union, started at 11 o’clock for the 
cemetery. Arriving at the spot set apart for 
the oak, th9 exercises began by an air by tho 
military baud, followed by a war sr-ng by the 
Sehwaebischer Saengeibnnd, an English ora­ 
tion by Colonel Iy-wie R. Stegmau, the 
newly-elected Sheriff. Tb9 solemn planting 
of the oak was accompanied by a salute of 
twenty-ono gur.s. 
Then followed a German 
oration by Herr Thomaup, and the cere­ 
monies ended with a dirge. The throng cf 
spectators at the cemetery was immense, and 
the deepest interest was manifested ia the 
pr. ceedicgs. Tho members of the various 
societies wore badges bearing the words, "We 
) mourn our loss,” and all were dressed in uni­ 
form. 
Colonel Stegm an, in his address, 


traced the careers of Lincoln and Garfield, 
and showed how much alike they were, and 
how from humble beginnings they had risen 
to become leaders of the great American 
nation. Colonel Stegmau spoke in eloquent 
terms of the soldier life of President Garfield.

An Illin ois Coal Mine Flooded. 
Chicago, November 13th.—News is re­ 
ceived here that on Friday night the bed of 
Prairie creek broke through into one of the 
mines of the Chicago. Wilmington and Ver­ 
milion Coal Company at Beator, in this 
State. The bed of the stream, at the point 
where the break was made, is only eight or 
nine inches above a bed of some twenty- 
eight feet of quicksand, and the rains of 
Friday caused pressure enough to break 
through the bed and tho quicksand into the 
mine. The hole thus made is about 200 by 
400 feet. Only four men were working in the 
mine when the break occurred, and ali of 
them escaped. Most cf the implements and 
all but two of the mules employed in the 
Bhaft were gotten out. The lops to the com­ 
pany is estimated at §100,000. It will re­ 
quire four or five weeks to pump out the 
mine and repair the break. The mine is the 
largest soft coal mine in working order in 
America. 
Terrific Boiler Explosion. 
East Saginaw (Mich.), November 13th.— 
The boilers at the extensive lumber and salt 
manufactory of Hamilton & McClure, six 
miles below this city, exploded this morning, 
wreckiDg property to the extent of §25.000 
and killing four firemeD. The debris was 
hurled in every direction, pieces coming down 
half a mile distant. 
International Trades I nion Congress. 
Pittsburg, November 13th.—The Interna­ 
tional Trades Union Congress will meet here 
next Tuesday, and remain in session prob­ 
ably all the week. About 400 delegates will 
be present from ail parts of the United 
States and Canada.

COAST AND STATE. 
A little urchin named MacMahon .vas 
prowling around one of the large chimneys 
at the Benicia Arsenal the other day, when 
all of a sadden he began a lively descent 
and found hiniBelf at the bottom before he 
knew it. His cries attracted some people, 
who opened a small door in the chimney, 
and he came ont black as the ace of Bpades 
but unharmed. 
The other day when Dr. Holmes was at 
Sycamore slough, Yolo county, hunting 
wild ducks and geese, he saw some flying 
toward him, and threw himself on the 
ground in order that they would come over 
him. As he did this a bullet passed directly 
over him. If he had been standing he 
would have been shot. It is supposed to 
have come from an army rifle fired at a dis­ 
tance of half a mile. This is only one of 
many instances of carelessness with fire­ 
arms which have occurred lately, and sev­ 
eral have not resulted so fortunately. 
Fuel cutting is going on in the Nadeau 
eucalyptus grove, near Florence, and yields 
profitably. The forest ia large enough to 
make the vistas opened by the fcliiug of 
trees very picturesque. Portions of the 
landscape in that vicinity are fine, and 
viewed through the long avennes of trees 
their beauty* is increased tenfold. The 
various stages of growth, accompanying 
the constant cntting, gives to the grove a 
wi cl forest-like diversity, and the»con- 
trasi3 of leaf, shapo and color, character­ 
istic of the different stages of growth, add 
much to the beauty of the scene.—[Los 
Angeles Express.

The teacher has, therefore, 
to follow the lead of the child rather than 
his or her own. Next, the teacher has to 
remember how much the child can take 
in, understand, and make its own, 
so that knowledge docs not Leconie 
bnrdenseme and irritating.

dren 
comes 
from 
an 
overexcited 
brain during school hours. All children, 
without distinction, love natural subjects, 
and they are far too little taught. The 
habits of animals and the shape and color 
cf flowers and fruits amuse and instruct 
them. The customs of foreign cocmtries 
are enticing to them ; history taught, not 
ia dates, but as the life-story of peoples, 
please them. Poetry pleases their ear, 
singing charms their sense of harmony. 
Writing, reading and arithmetic dignify 
them as knowing something of importance, 
and the power of communicating their 
ideas gives their minds an impetus. In 
fact developed brain knowledge, growing 
with their bodily growth, healthily, is sure 
to lead them onward to a useful, happy and 
healthy life. 
Glycerine.—It is from the candle-fac- 
tories that the enormous supply of glycer­ 
ine comes, which is now a very important 
article of trade. A few years ago it was 
wasted ; now it is sent to the manufactur­ 
ing chemist, who purifies it by distillation 
and filtration through bone charcoal, and 
puts it upon the market. It is put to a 
great variety of uses, many of which de­ 
pend upon its pecnliar properties of non­ 
volatility aud absorption by atmospheric 
moisture. 
Harness-makers and leather 
workers use it in making leather pliable ; 
it is put into gas meters because it does not 
freeze except at a very low temperature ; 
modelers keep their elaystnnieg moist with 
it ; tobacconists sweeten chcwing-tobacco 
with it, and ladies apply it to their hands 
and faces to soften the skin. Much of it 
goes into the manufacture of the terrible 
explosive, nitro glycerine, which is made 
by treating it with a mixtflre of sulphuric 
and nitric acid, or concentrated nitric acid} 
Not less than 3,200,000 pounds of glycerine 
are produced by the candle-factoriee and 
utilized every year in this country, and ye 
so late as the year 1S54 it wos counted 1 1 
worthless and was run off into the sewers.

THE PRISON REFORM CONVENTION. 


The Prison Reform Convention held in 
San Francisco last week was less successful 
than it might have been, principally for 
the reason that it appears to have been 
taken out of the hands of the original di­ 
rectors and run to B u it a number of hobby- 
ridere of various kinds. 
It unfortunately 
happens that there are in California an 
unusual number of 
these intellectual 
“ cranks,” to make use of a recently-coined 
bit of slang. 
These pcrsonB are “ come- 
outers ” of all sorts. They are strong- 
minded women, anti-Chinese orators, So­ 
cialists, Trades-Union philosophers, advo­ 
cates of a thousand-and-one more or less 
crude and ill-digested theories. 
Unhappily 
a means of enabling these people to per­ 
form the most noisily has been furnished 
them in the various “ Halls” which every 
Sunday are availed of for the purpose of 
free discussion. The debates that are car­ 
ried on in these halls are wonderful, and 
they school their participants for more am­ 
bitious efforts. 
So when the Prison Re­ 
form Convention was announced all the 
queer-shaped heads in the State pricked up 
their ears and determined to take part in 
the discussion. And sure enough they 
were there when the Convention was 
called to order, and stayed with it to 
the end. To the presence of this element 
must bo attributed the fact that a great deal 
of the discussion va3 from the standpoint 
either of blank ignorance or fantastic per­ 
versity, 
It must also be said that the 
choice of San Francisco for ameeting-place 
was unfortunate, for the reason that the 
press of that city has no enterprise. 
This is proved by the fact that no one day’s 
proceedings of the Convention was re­ 
spectably reported, while 
most of the 
papers evidently thought that the objects of 
the Convention ought not to be encouraged, 
since they cut down their reports to three 
or four sticksful. 
Had the Convention met 
at Sacramento the R e c o r d U n io n would 
have reported its proceedings so fully as to 
give the public a satisfactory idea of what 
was said and done. 
As it is, the meeting 
might just as well have been had at Peta­ 
luma or San Rafael, for all the assistance 
and recognition given it by the local papers. 
Should it be decided to hold another Conven­ 
tion those who are charged with the pre­ 
liminary arrangements will do well to ascer­ 
tain in advance what the local papers of 
the place of meeting intend to do; and at 
the same time greater care will have to be 
taken to prevent the escape of the Con­ 
vention from the hands of its proper man­ 
agers. 


THE ULTIMATE OWNERSHIP OF LAND. 


In order to justify the monstrous “ no 
“ rqpt” proposition of the Irish Land 
Leigue, an attempt is being made to show 
that the land in Ireland belongs in a 
peculiar way to “ the people.” 
Tho only 
ground upon which this can be put is that 
Ireland wa3 conquered some seven hundred 
years ago. 
The position, however, that 
because 
this was the case 
therefore 
the land of Ireland does not belong to its 
putative owners as much as the land any­ 
where belongs to ita putative owners, is a 
complete 
non 
sequilur. 
If 
it were 
siBght to trace back the ownership of the 
land in 
every country through seven 
centuries, it would be found impossible to 
achieve the feat, and it would be per­ 
fectly useless if it could be done, since the 
original wrong involved in the conquest of 
land would be magnified ten thousandfold 
by any serious endeavor to undo it. The 
case of Ireland, moreover, is in all essen­ 
tials the case of every other country.- 
Take England as an illustration. 
Let us 
suppose the same proposition made there, 
namely, that the land belongs to the peo­ 
ple, because it was originally taken from 
the people. Now what is the connection 
between the first owners of British land 
and the present British populace ? It would 
be very difficult to show that there was 
any at all. The ancient Britons were 
Celts. 
They were overcome first by the 
Romans, second by the Teutons, third by 
the Normans. 
The Britons gave way to 
the Angles, Saxons and Jutes. Upon these 
the Danes and Norwegians were superim­ 
posed, together with a sprinkling of Piets 
and Scots. 
Then came the Normans and 
made a new division of the land, and ulti­ 
mately Angles, Britons, Jutes, Danes, 
Normans and all became fused together 
and produced the Englishman of to-day. 
How would it be possible to ascertain to 
whom the land belonged among all these 
confused and conflicting events? 
The early Britons might be posited as 
the legitimate heirs, but where are the de­ 
scendants of the early Britons? 
They 
either were killed out in the incessant 
wars of the first centuries of our era, or 
they were absorbed. 
The predominant 
characteristics of the English people of 
to-day are derived, not from the Britons, 
but from the Teutonic conquerors of the 
Britons, the Angles, the Saxons, and the 
Jutes, and these Teutonic tribes certainly 
had no other title to the land than that 
which their swords 
gave them. 
The 
Norman conquest conferred precisely the 
same kind cf title. 
But from the fourth 
century to the twelfth the whole of En­ 
gland was being fought over again and 
again by fresh hordes of invaders, who 
came to plunder, remained to colonize, and 
in tarn resisted foreign encroachments. 
Nothing could be more hopeless than to 
extract from this prolonged revolution any 
basis for the application of the new-fangled 
doctrine that the land belongs to the peo­ 
ple, 
Nor is the case of Ireland very 
greatly different from that of England. 
Its lands had changed hands half a dozen 
times before the island was conquered by 
the English. 
Dane and Norman had left 
their marks on Irish as well a3 English 
soil. And as time passed the people changed 
greatly. The introduction of Scotch settle­ 
ments altered the character of the popula­ 
tion o' the North permanently. 
Tho Nor­ 
man families that had settled in the coun­ 
try as conquerors became naturalized, and 
in after years were often among the fiercest 
foes of the country whence they sprang. 
Nor mast it be forgotten that history 
does not show a period when the Irish 
people owned the land. 
As far back a9 
the history of the island can be traced 
the land was held in masses by a number 
of great and lesser chieftains or kings, and 
the people were not land owners at all. 
To restore the ancient custom therefore 
would not be to give the land to the 
people, but merely to revive a condition of 
barbarism and semi-anarchy. 
Since the 
passage of the Encumbered Estates Act in 
the early part of this century a great revo­ 
lution in Irish 
landlordism has taken 
place, moreover. 
The old class of hard- 
drinkiDg and hard-riding Squires has vir­ 
tually disappeared, and ha3 been sup­ 
planted by men of more capital and 
greater productive and business capacity. 
For the most part the new purchasers of 
the old estates were Irishmen, too, and 
the number of alien landholders has been 
steadily diminishing 
for the last half 
century. 
The men who now hold the land 
have in short the same kind of title that 
is possessed by the owners of all other 
land, and most certainly they have in all 
respects better titles than can be given by 
the Government of the United States to 
any of its citizens. 
For how did the people of the United 
States acquire the land they now call their 
own ? The answer is that they seized, that 
is to say stole it, or conquered it, from its 
original possessors, the Indians. 
As to the 
various treaties by which a semblance of 
peaceable exchange for sundry tracts has 
been acquired, it is evident that no valu­ 
able consideration was given in any of 
these cases, and that therefore they only 
represent the superior chicanery of the 
white man. 
But if the new doctrine is to 
be seriously maintained it is necessary to 
point out that whereas so many changes 
have taken place in Europe as to make the 
tracing out of the original ownership of 
the land practically impossible, no such 
difficulties exist here. 
Wc are in fact but 
one remove from the origiual, and accord­ 
ing to the new theory, the real, owners of 
the land, and nothing can be easier than to 
establish the superiority of their title. The 
people who now hold this continent cannot 
show any valid warrant for their posses­ 
sion. They are simply invaders, and they 
hold by the arbitrary right of conquest 
alone. And since this has been the orig­ 
inal tenure throughout the civilized world, 
and since it is impossible to find any con­ 
siderable nation or race which has not 
undergone similar changes to those which 
have occurred in Ireland, it will be neces­ 
sary to abandon the pretense that there is 
any special excuse for the audacious land- 
stealing 
programme 
which the Land 
Leaguers have advanced there. 


THE 
POWER 
BEaiND 
THE 
THRONE. 


General Grant’s answer to the statement 
that he wa3 being consulted at every step 
by the new Administration is much less of 
a denial than might have been anticipated. 
He says in effect that while he has not 
interfered with President A rthur’s predi­ 
lections, he certainly has done his best to 
get Blaine oat of the Cabinet, and this be­ 
cause he holds Blaine to be unfit for the 
position he occupies. 
In this statement 
General Grant appears to recognize in him. 
self a latent right to dictate changes in the 
Cabinet if it is not arranged to suit him, 
and this is a very curiong state of affairs. 
As to bis antipathy to Blaine, it is of long 
standing, and it is evidently not more 
founded in reason than were the friend­ 
ships which brought so much discredit 
upon Grant when he was President. And 
as no man ever heid that office who less 
understood its true functions and relations, 
so his censare of Secretary Blaine must be 


dismissed as ignorant criticism. I t is not 
to men who have proved as distinct fail­ 
ures iu civil government as General Grant 
did, that the public will look for valuable 
information as to the fitness of civil officers 
for their positions. 
Had Blaine been a 
General, Grant would have been perfectly 
competent to review him and pass judg­ 
ment npon hi3 official conduct, but as it is 
ho is dealing with matters which experi­ 
ence has shown to be entirely beyond his 
intellectual jurisdiction.

GAHBETTA IN OFFICE. 


SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


Gambetta in office again will, it is tobe 
hoped, be made conservative byresponsibil­ 
ity. Yet it must be confessed that bis posi­ 
tion on the Tunis question is calculated to 
discourage the most sanguine among his ad­ 
mirers, for it breathes the same theatrical 
and demagogic air that seemed far more 
pardonable when France lay prostrate 
under the feet of her conqueror. 
The 
theory which Gambetta announces apropos 
of the case of Tunis, namely, that the jus­ 
tice of a deed is to measured by the inter­ 
ests of the country that does the deed, 
would of course serve to justify any war 
of aggrandizement or revenge. 
To set up 
such a doctrine in fact is to renounce all 
real accountability, and to return to the 
piratical standpoint of the revolution. 
This is what France said to Europe in 1792 
and onwards, and its effect was to unite 
Europe against France, and after draining 
her of blood and treasure during a gener­ 
ation, to strike her to the earth exhausted 
and humiliated. 
Does Gambetta desire to 
repeat that epoch ? Does he think that the 
best interests of France require another war 
with Germany? Does he think it safe or wise 
to hoist the black flag again in the face of 
Europe ? And if not, what does he mean 
by h¡3 sinister utterance regarding Tunis? 
He has power in his hands now. 
He has 
been waiting long for this event. 
Yet the 
great question remains, What will he do 
with his opportunity ? The Tunis expe­ 
dition has thus far proved a Bnare, and it 
is very unlikely that there is any compen­ 
sation in its future. 
Gambetta is free to 
abandon it, and in that event it will be 
terminated before serious harm has been 
done. 
But even if final success should 
crown the French arms it is evident that 
this African episode must occupy so long a 
time as to do two things : First, it will 
involve a very heavy expenditure ; and, 
second, it will revive the military spirit, 
and throw the influence of the army on 
the side of an aggressive foreign policy. 
Every country with a great standing 
army is always in danger of beiDg governed 
by that army, and as an army is sure to 
prefer war to peace, and has no sympathy 
with the apprehensions of commerce and 
finance and manufacture, it makes the 
worst and most dangerous counselor pos­ 
sible. 
Gambetta has to guard against this 
and many other perils, yet at this moment 
he seems rather to be inviting than depre­ 
cating them. 
Bismarck will not be sorry 
to see this disposition towards a truculent 
foreign policy, for it is an open secret that 
he longs to try issues once more with France 
before bis right hand loses its cunning and 
he is superannuated. 
In a little while he 
and Moltke will have to go, and then fee­ 
bler 
hands will 
take 
the 
direction 
of affairs. 
It remains to be seen whether 
Gambetta is about to gratify the favorite 
wish of his old and redoubtable enemy. 


TES TRIAL 
OF GUITEAU. 


The trial of Guiteau has been set for to­ 
day, and the Court has declared that no 
further postponements will be allowed. 
There is clearly no reason why* the case 
should net be entered upon and disposed of 
at once. 
The defendant has a largo num­ 
ber of witnesses Eubpenaed, and his coun­ 
sel has no elaborate preparations to make. 
The only possible plea that can be urged is 
insanity, for though malpractice may pos­ 
sibly be suggested, it is very certain that no 
effect can be made on the jury with such a 
plea. 
What kind of a jury will he impan­ 
eled is of course a very important consid­ 
eration. 
It will be a very difficult matter 
to find twelve men who have not formed 
positive opinions on the case, and not a 
little difficult to find twelve who are capa­ 
ble of being affected by any evidence that 
is likely to be submitted. 
The usual at­ 
tempt will no doubt be made to confuse the 
jury by conflicting medical testimony, but 
it is questionable whether any panel that 
can be got together will declare Guiteau 
insane, no matter what the evidence. The 
truth is that from the very nature of the 
circumstances this is a case in which the 
attainment of anything like real impartial­ 
ity must be impossible. 
This is very bad 
for Guiteau, but he should have thought of 
the consequences of his deed before he per­ 
petrated it. 


WHAT THE COUNTRY PAPERS SAY 
Stanislaus dfews : That it begins now to 
look as if our people would soon have 
another railroad. 
Work on the California 
and Nevada Narrow Gauge has actually 
commenced, and with an appearance of 
earnestness that bids us hope the scheme 
and organization is backed by men com­ 
petent to carry it into execution. 
We are 
led to this belief by the fact that the Cen­ 
tral Pacific folks, since the beginning of 
operations by the Narrow Gauge, have also 
found out that a broad gauge road, starting 
at Modesto and running east, through 
Tuolumne county and on to Bodie, would 
be a profitable investment. 
Eureka Leader: That two facts—at least 
they are announced as such—do additional 
credit to the widow of the late President. 
She has said that the bills incurred in her 
husband’s prostration are charges upon his 
estate, and that it will pay them ; and she 
has requested, emphatically, that 
Dr. 
Boynton should refrain from his threatened 
publication impeaching the medical treat­ 
ment of the President and tho correctness 
of the autopsy report. 
Grass Valley Free Lance : That the busi­ 
ness outlook of Grass Valley and vicinity 
is very good. There is nothing like a boom, 
and there has been no hnrrahing in the 
way of pushing things for the last year, hut 
quiet progress on an even keel, so to speak, 
has been made. 
Mining has gone steadily 
forward, with good results in the main, and 
but few temporary stoppages have occurred 
in that business.

Quarantine Rules and Regulations 


For th e rrn te ttlo n of 
FRUIT AND FRUIT TREES 


From insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
and fruit trees, authoiized and approved by the 
Board of State Viticultura! Commissioners of Cali­ 
fornia. 
In pursuance of an Act entitled “An 
Act 
to 
diline 
and 
enlarge 
the duties and 
powers of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” approved March 4, 1831, 
the Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoint local resident Inspectors iu any and 
all of the i uit-growingr regions of the State, whose 
duties shall bo as provided in Section 4 of an Act 
entitled “ An Act to define and enlarge the duties 
and powe:s of the Board of State Viticultural Com­ 
missioners, and .to authorize the appointment of 
certain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
lie no compensation ft r such services of inspection 
excepting a foe, not to exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of disinfection, in case of compliance with 
quarantine regulations, and not to exceed five dol­ 
lars for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non-compliance; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may bo employed at the option of the own­ 
ers of projicrty requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And also said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as arc provided 
for in cases of conviction and seizures. 
1. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind iufeeted by any insect or 
insects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvai or pupa), taature known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit trees and liable to spread contagion ; or any 
trco or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants, or 
trees of any kind grown or planted in any county 
or district within the State of California, in which 
trees or plants, in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be infested by any insect or insects, or 
the gerni3 thereof, namely, their eggs, larras or 
pupa?, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal f r distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or place 
where said tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind arc grown, or offered for 
sale or gift, as hereinafter provided. 
2. All treo or p’ant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, imported or brought 
into this State from any foreign countn, or from 
any of Jhe United States or Territories, arc hereby 
required to be disinfected immediate'}* after their 
arrival in this State, and before being offered for 
salo or removed for distribution or transportation, 
as hereinafter described ; provided, that if on ex­ 
amination of any such importations by a local resi­ 
dent Inspector or the Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, a bill of health is certified to by such exam­ 
ining officer, then disinfection will he unnecessary. # 
3. Fruit of any kind iufesteJ by any sp>eeies of 
Scale Insect or Scale Insects, or the germs thereof, 
namely, their eggs, lam e or pupae, known to be 
injurious to fruit and fruit trees, and liable to 
spread contagion, is hereby required to he disin­ 
fected, as hereinafter provided, before removal off 
the premises where grown, for the purpose of sale, 
gift, distribution or transportation. 
4 Fruit of any kind infested by any insect or in­ 
sects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larva? or pupa?, known to be injurious to fruit or 
fruit trees, and liable to spread coutagion, imported 
or brought into this State from any foreign country, 
or from any of the United States or Territories, is 
hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, ff.it-, 
distribution or transportation. 
5. Fruit of any kind infested by the insect known 
as the Codling Moth, or its larva or pupa, is hereby 
prohibited from being kept in bulk, or in packages 
or hoxts of any kind, in any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, or being dried for lood, or any 
other purposes, or being removed for Bale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
C. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, arc hereby required 
to bs disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for storage, shipping, 
or any other purpose. 
7. Transportable material of any kind, infested by 
any insect or insects, or the germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larvae or pupse, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fru’t trees, and I.able to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
, 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may be disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not 1.-83 than one pound 
(1 lb) of commercial concentrated lye to each anl 
every two (2) gal'oos of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfactory to the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contaiu in solution not le33 than one 
pound (1 lb) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (J) of one pound (1 lb) of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any species o! Scale insect *»r Scale Insects, or 
the gfcrni3 thereof, namely, their egga, larvas or 
pupae, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a s>lu- 
tion composed of one pound (1 It*) of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each aud every one and one quarter (1¿) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or in any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any 
orchard, nursery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to be infested with any insect or insects, 
or the germs thereof, namely, tluir eggs, lana? or 
pupa?, knowu to be injurivus to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or t-anportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or transportation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plants or treeá of any kind, emptj* fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kinJ, offered for Bale, gift, distribution or 
transportation, in violation of the Quarantine F ules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by him ;

THE BUTLER CASE. 


Efforts to Set Aside the Finding of the 
Jury. 
The case of Ellen M. B utler vs. S. W. 
Eutler, for divorce and division of property, 
came up before Judge Denson in the Superior 
Court on Saturday afternoon. 
W hen the 
case was called, counsel ftr the plaintiff of­ 
fered evidence to show the property belong- 
irg to the defendant, which the Court was 
asked to pass Hpoa for division. 
Counsel for 
defense here interposed exceptions to the 
findings of the jury, and desired the same set 
aside upon the grounds, first, th at one of the 
jurors was disqualified from serving upon a 
jury by reason of not being a taxpayer; sec­ 
ond th at there had been misconduct upon the 
1 part of the jury : and third, th at the verdict 
was not th at of the jury, as the requisite 
number, whjch is three-fourths, did not vote 
for the findings as entered of record iu the 
Court. 
In support of the firat, the statem ent of 
the County A uditor was presented, certifying 
th at the name of George H. Carlton (or 
George Carlton), one of the jurymen, does 
not appear upon the county assessment roll. 
In support of the other proposition, an affi­ 
davit signed by H. W inters, C. Schurr, F. 
G ehring and M. Dwyer, four of the jurors, 
was subm itted, in which they say th at they 
each “ voted in favor of the defendant in the 
jury-room on both issues, and so intended to 
return their verdict.” 
In addition to this, verbal testimony was 
given, to the effect th at on the foren.on fol­ 
lowing tho verdict, Mr. B utler and Gus Wei- 
m an m et in 'the Court-house hall, and con­ 
cluded to Bee if the ballots used were still in 
the jury-room, and if so, to recanvass the 
count. 
They visited the jury-room, attended 
by T. H . Berkey and N . A. K idder; found 
in a waste-basket sixteen ballots marked 
“ Y es,” eight marked “ N o,” and three or 
four blanks. 
These were put into an en­ 
velope, sealed up then and there, the sign 
manual of three of those present written 
across it for the purpose of identification, and 
then it was placed in the Auditor’s safa and 
there kept until brought into Court. 
The 
envelope waa presented in evidence, when it 
was opened and its contents found as above 
stated. 
To sustain the findings of the jury, the 
counsel for Mrs. Butler subpenaed all the 
jurors in the case and placed them upon the 
stand. 
The foreman, L. S. Kilgore, testified 
th at B. Trap and G. H. Carlton . acted as 
tally clerks, and P. Newman and H. W inters 
aa tellers ; that he appointed Mr, W inters as 
one of the tellers, because he believed him to 
be friendly with the defendant; th at Mr. 
Newman opened and called off the ballots ; 
that several of the jurors watched and saw 
every ballot as he did so, and th at there were 
nine w ritten “ yes” in answer the question 
of whether defendant was guilty of adultery, 
and three " noes.” In answer to the question 
of whether he was guilty of cruelty, the vote 
was the same. 
Of the other jurors, P. Newman, L. K urts, 
G. H. Gullion, S. Morris, G. H. Carlton and 
J. Baumley testified to the same effect—that 
they witnessed the counting; saw each ballot 
as it was opened and read, and were positive 
th at the correct count upon each question 
was nine “ yeas” and three “ noes.” H. 
W inters testified th at he voted no, in favor 
of M r. Butler, upon both questions ; that he 
was one of the tellers, and was very particu­ 
lar to see th at the vote was counted cor­ 
rectly ; th a t when M r. Newman took up 
the ballots 
from 
the 
jurors 
he first 
turned 
the 
hat — which 
was uBed for 
a ballot-box—over upon the 
table, and 
the ballots were counted carefully to see 
if there were ju st twelve, and there were 
th a t number and no more, each time. 
T hat 
Mr. Newman then 
took 
up each ballot 
separately and announced it and then handed 
it to him (W inters), who carefully examined 
each one, and he was positive that they were 
read off correctly and th at the vote stood 
upon each nine “ y es” and three " n o ,” as 
reported to the Court by verdict immediately 
afterwards. 
The jurors testified also, th at when they 
had voted upon the first question, and were 
about to vote upon the second, it was pro­ 
posed by one of the number that they could 
use the former ballots, but Mr. W inters ob­ 
jected, and his objection being concurred í d , 
be took up the ballots which had been once 
used, crumpled them together in his hand 
and threw 
them 
in 
the waste 
basket. 
M r. 
Carlton 
testified 
th at 
when 
the 
proposition was made to use the former 
ballots he had taken one of them up to use, 
and when the objection was made to using 
them he tore it iuto two or more pieces and 
threw it upon the floor. 
H e was questioned 
closely about this by counsel, but stated th at 
he was positive and remembered doing so dis­ 
tinctly. Counsel for plaintiff called attention 
of the Court to the fact th at this would leave 
but twenty-three whole ballots, whereas coun­ 
sel for defendants have twenty-four.

This 
he said he was positive about as he voted 
“ N o ” both times, and the last time he 
spelled the “ N o,” “ K-n-o-w,” as a juke. 
There was no such ballot iu the twenty-four 
which had been shown him, and he said he 
therefore could not be mistaken when he said 
th at the second ballot he cast wa3 not among 
the eight negative votes, which it was claimed 
are the ones cast by the jury at th at time. 
Mr. Dwyer testified th at he could neither 
read nor write, and th at Mr. Gullion by re­ 
quest wrote b ith his ballots ; th a t while he 
con'd not read, he could swear positive'y 
th at there 
were 
but 
two letters upon 
each 
ballot. 
In 
this 
connection 
Mr. 
Gulliou testified th at he wrote the ballots ts 
requested for Mr. Dwyer, and before seeing 
the ballots then in the hands of the Court, 
said he could pick out the ores he wrote for 
him ; th at he wrote a large “ N,” and wrote 
the “ o ” disconnected upon each. 
The bal­ 
lots were examined ia the presence of the 
Court and the two found w ritten as described. 
M r. Jones, of counsel for plaintiff, asked 
each juror as they testified as to the kind of 
pencil used by them in writing the ballots, 
and the answer cf each one was th at they 
used common lead pencils, and several of 
them showed the cnes they had upon the 
occasion.

THE CHURCHES—REMARKABLE ANSWERS 
TO PRAYER. 


The usual servidle were held yesterday in 
all the city churches and special subjects 
previously announced were presented from 
most of the pulpits. A t the morning service 
at the Seventh-street M. E. Church South, 
Dr. Anderson had for his subject, “ Remark­ 
able Answers to Prayer.” The theme of the 
discourse was based upon the Bible’s account 
of Daniel’s disregard for the edict against 
prayer ; the attempt for bis martyrdom, and 
his deliverance. 
A remarkable historical 
instance of answer to prayer, cited, was that 
of the destruction of the Spanish Armada, 
which was sent to crush out Protestantism 
is the early history tf the Plymouth Colony, 
and which was thus defeated in answer to the 
prayers of Protestant England. Two instances 
were narrated of blasphemers who were 
answered by judgment. The first was that 
of a company of Druids who upon a certain 
occasion burned the Bible as a ceremonial 
act of defiance; baptised a cat in the name 
of The Father, Son and Holy Ghost, and 
administered the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper to a dog. The number engaged in 
this blasphemous transaction exceeded forty. 
The subsequent history of these individuals 
shows that each was overtaken in hie life 
witli dire calamities and misfortnnes, and 
finally died a horrible death. The second in­ 
stance related was that of a company of gen­ 
tlemen traveling in one of the Southern 
States. 
It was necessary to the enterprise 
for which they were traveling that their 
journey 
Bhonld 
not be 
interrupted by 
foul weather. The subject of prayer for fair 
weather beiDg under consideration, the com­ 
pany decided that they would adopt the re­ 
verse of prayer and try the effect of impreca­ 
tions. Whereupon one of the leaders and 
spokesmen of the company declared that the 
Almighty should not send a storm ; denied 
His right to interrupt their travel; blas­ 
phemed His name and commanded Him to 
3tay the storm. Almost instantly the sky 
was overcast with clouds, a storm set in and 
a stroke of lightning inflicted sudden death 
upon the entire company. The subject under 
consideration was eloquently discussed. 
Rev. R. M. Chapman officiated at a morn­ 
ing service at St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
and Rev. J. G. Hale, of Vermont, occupied 
the pulpit at the Congregational Church in 
the evening. The quarterly meeting of the 
United Brethren Church is in session, with 
Elder J. Field presiding, who preached yes­ 
terday morning and evening. 
The revival services at Calvary Baptist 
Church wili continue this week. Much in­ 
terest is manifest. The church was filled to 
overflowing at the meeting held there last 
evening, and many were unable to gain ad­ 
mission.

A L e g a l D iscovery.—As the election for 
School Directors draws near, naturally more 
attention than a t any other time is drawn 
towards this branch of our educational sys­ 
tem. 
This has led to inquiry being made by 
membere of the Board a3 to the full extent of 
the powers of th at body in relation, not only 
to the tilling of vacancies on the Board, bur 
as to w hat method is to be pursued to create 
a vacancy where sufficient cause exists. 
An 
examination of the law was made by com­ 
petent attorneys at the instance of Board 
members, when it was discovered th at no 
power resides iu this branch of our city gov­ 
ernment for the removal of any member be­ 
cause of any offense he may have committed 
subsequent to his election, or, for the m atter 
of that, prior to it. 
I t was found th at there 
is a grave defect in our charter in th¡3 re­ 
spect ; th at it goes to the extent that a mem­ 
ber m ight be convicted of s.n infamous offense, 
and be sentenced to and confined in th- 
State Prison js a convict, and yet he would 
remain a Srhcol D irector until he had b e i 
absent from meetings of the Board for three 
months. 
The 1 iwyars, in other words, dis­ 
covered that the Board of Education, unlike 
mo3t deliberative bodies, is not the judge of 
the fitness of men for seats in the body. The 
egression on this disclosure was unanimous 
among all those who had looked into it, that 
while such a lack of power m ight be of less 
importance in tho case of other municipal 
boards; in the case of tho common school 
departm ent it is one of grave significance, 
and needs to bo remedied as soon as the next 
Legislature assembles. 
I t is a state of the 
law which amounts to this, th at however in­ 
jurious the presence of a man on the Board 
might become to tho schools of the com­ 
m unity, there is provided no method by wfc'c' 
the injury may be checked. 
I t goes to the 
extent also, as has been practically made 
manifest, of frequently preventing desirable 
and fully qualified men from sitting on the 
Board, because, such men being importuned 
to accept office and do duty in th at body, 
have declined because there is no means by 
which they can select their colleagues npou 
the Board, when occasion demands it, and 
when it would be necessary to the full exer­ 
cise of their own influence for good upon the 
school system.

Bi-marck has arrived io Berlin. 
1 cree thousand operatives in the Stafford­ 
shire potteries are on a strike. 
The total cumbsr of immigrants landed 
lMt wiek in Near York were 9,233. 
The M assachusetts I’aper Company at 
S p rin g fie ld has failed. Liabilities, $300,000. 
Andy Biggers shot and immediately hilled 
Tobe Williams at Ourav, Colorado, last Fri­ 
day night. 
The Portuguese Ministry have resigned. 
Secor Pereira do Mello has been summoned 
by the King. 
The sawmill at Standing Bock Agency, 
Dakota, canght fire Saturday morning, and 
for a time the entire post was in danger from 
a blizzard. 
At the c'.cse of business in Washington 
esterdav, there had been $9,345,950 in 
Jnited States bonds received at the Treasury, 
under the fifteenth call. 
The London Economist says that Virginia 
funded bonds have fallen six per cent, because 
of the sueces3 of the Bead jus ter party iu 
the recent election there. 
The French erudition to South Tunis will 
be gone two months. 
After this only 1,500 
men are to remain in Tunis. 
A local mixed 
army will then ba organized. 
Heavy rains have occurred in Mysore, and 
the prices of food have consequently in­ 
creased twenty-five per cent. Anxiety in re­ 
gard to the crops Lae abated. 
In the Gan Club pigeon-sbooting match 
Saturday, between Dr. Carver and Archer, 
for £100 a side, the result was a draw, each 
killing nineteen out of twenty-five.

In the Prison Reform Convention at San 
Francisco Friday ex Governor Irwin pre­ 
sented a paper, in which the w riter urged 
th at a persorf sentenced to prison a sec­ 
ond time should be sentenced for life. 
'Delos Lake stated th at nothing like 
prison reform could be accomplished in 
California so long as prisoners were not 
subject to discipline, were not kept sepa­ 
rate, not made to obseive silence, allowed, 
if they had money, to have delicacies and 
choice reading sent to them, allowed to 
receive visits, and make of the prison, in 
faot, a pleasant retreat. 
Papers were read as follows :

W right (of W right & Sons, architects), on 
“ Prison Reform 
by Rev. M. C. Briggs, 
a paper on "Indeterm inate Sentences and 
their Resulta íd New York 
by Z. R. 
Brockway, Superintendent of the Elmira

resolutions : 
litiolvcd, That the California Prison Commission, 
under whose auspices this Convention has been 
called, and is held, be and it hereby is requested, 
within thirty days next after the adjournment of 
this Convention, to select three committees, each to 
consist of three qualified persons, to whom, within 
and according to the principles formally adopted by 
this Convention, and subject te ratification by the 
said California Prison Commission, shall be and 
here are confided the following duties : 
Committee No. 1-The examination of the State 
Constitution and the existing legislation relative to 
the State Prisons at Folsom and San Quentin, and 
also the legislation of other States, and of foreign 
countries on the subject of State penal institutions, 
and bearing in mind the present conditions of these 
prisons, and having due regard to economy and ef­ 
ficiency, the preparation of sucli jn amendment to 
the laws now in force, or of such new statutes as 
mav be deemed necessary to carry out the views and 
purposes of this Convention, to be presented to the 
Legislature that shall assemble in Sacramento in 
January, A. D. 1S83. 
Committee No 2—The examination of the State 
Constitution and of existing State and municipal 
legislation relative to municipal prisons and re­ 
formatories now established in this State, and also 
the legislation of other States and municipalities 
within tiie Union and in foreign couutries, upon the 
subject of municipal prisons and reformatories, and, 
bearing in mind the present condition of those 
prisons and reformatories, and having due regard 
to economy and efficiency, the preparation (t 
such amendments to State laws and municipal ordi­ 
nances now in force, or |of such new statutes and 
ordinances as may be deemed necessary to carry 
out the views and purposes of this Convention, to 
be presented respectively to the legislative body of 
each munici|iality concerned, as speedily as ix>s3l- 
ble. and to the Legislatuie that shall assemble at 
Sacramento io January, A. Í). 1883. 
Committee No. 3 —The examination of the State 
Constitution aud of existing State and county legis­ 
lation, relative to County Jails throughout the 
State, outside of municipalities or consolidated 
cities aud counties, and also the legislation of other 
States and foreign countries ou timt subject, and 
hearing in mind the present condition of County 
Jails throughout the State, and having regard to 
economy and efficiency, the preparation of such 
amendments, or such now statutes and such uni­ 
form ordinances as may be deemed necessary to 
carry out the views and purposes of this Conven­ 
tion, to be presented respectively to the Boards of 
Supervisors of the several counties as speedily as 
possible, and to the Legislature that Bhali assemble 
at Sacramento in January, A. D. 1883. 
Jtesoloed, That* while the above division of labor 
is desired by* this Convention, the said committees 
are requested to meet and consult together, and to 
co operate with each other, so that an interacting 
and harmonious system may be pro;*osed as the re­ 
sult of their united lab -is 
¡laolvvd. That the three committees aforesaid, 
sitting together as one committee, be and tliev are 
hereby requested to frame and preparo codes of 
rules and regulations for the State Prisons, munici­ 
pal prisons aud reformatories and county jails 
throughout the State, to be submitted respectively 
to the Board of State Prison Directors, to the legis­ 
lative body of each municipality, and to the Boards 
of Supervisors in the different e .unties. 
After amending the resolutions so as to 
give the Commission sixty instead of thirty 
days in which to select and appoint the 
committees referred to, they were unani­ 
mously adopted. 
The evening session was devoted to a 
general discussion of prison management 
and reform by a number of ladies and gen- 
men. 
The number who desired to speak 
was so large that the Convention adopted 
a rule confining each speaker to five min­ 
utes’ time, but in attempting to enforce 
this rule come confusion and considerable 
loss of time was experienced, 
Mr. Woodwork h read a paper on “ Prison 
Education,” by Dr. C. C. Cummins ; and 
Dr. Leavenworth discoursed on the neces­ 
sity of early Christian training. 
Then Dr. 
Cummins, late Moral Instructor at San 
Quentio, stated that he was satisfied that 
many innocent men are confined in San 
Qneutin—in fact, the men themselves had 
so informed him. 
Mrs. Laura de Forcé Gordon wanted the 
law regarding prior convictions changed, 
because nine boys pleaded guilty to steal­ 
ing watermelons in Calaveras county, and 
all had to pay iine3 except two she de­ 
fended. 
Mr. Ncilson had been appalled at what 
he had seen at San Quentin, and throught 
the “ infamy of th at miserable spot a dis­ 
grace to the State.” 
Miss Addie Ballou urged that, as there 
are only 12 women and 1,200 men in San 
Quentin, the superior moral status of wo­ 
man was demonstrated, 
and therefore 
prisons and jails should be supplied with 
matrons. 
Mrs. Gordon interrupted her with the 
remark that Judge Darwin had told her 
that femala 
“ suspects” are searched, 
even to their shocking?, by masculine offi­ 
cers. 
The last speaker was Captain I. W . Lees 
of the detective force. 
Having expressed 
himself pretty plainly on his experience 
with prisoners, he eaid he thought a good 
trade should be taught the prisoners, so 
that when they are discharged they will 
have no excuse to commit crime. 
He un­ 
derstood what that meant, and he thought 
that this bag manufacture that was pro­ 
posed was a poor employment for men 
whom they expected to walk in the path 
of reform after their discharge. 
There 
was nS bag factory outside for them to 
work in. 
A trade is what they want. Mr. 
Haggerty, Mr. Healey and others plied the 
questions thick and fast to the C'aplain on 
the moral effect of teaching convicts use. 
ful trades, and he answered all readily and 
unequivocally. 
Mr. Haggerty asked if it 
wouldn’t be better to support convicts in 
idleness than to drive free men to crime by 
a forced competition. 
The Captain was 
puzzled for an instant, but he speedily an­ 
swered : “ No good mechanic fears that 
competition.” 
On Saturday the Convention was ad- 
addressed by Rev. Albert Williams, Secre­ 
tary Woodworth, Colonel Zabriskie and 
Mr. TLaly, on the subject of establishing 
technical classes iu connection with our 
public schools. 
The following resolutions 
were then read by the Secretary and 
adopted : 
íw /r íií, That we regnril the Young Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association one of the important agencies for 
the promotion c{ prison reform ; that we heariilv 
eeco'.: J Us efforts for the rescue of yonug men anil 
others from the danger to which they ate exposed, 
and that we hid it God speed in its laudable work. 
liatolctd, That wc hereby'express onr nelief that 
the entire penal STStr-m of our State, including 
methods of treatment in ail of our prisons and re­ 
formatory institutions, by what-ver name called, 
mods a careful and thorough revision, and that we 
commend this subject to the attention of onr Legis­ 
lators, Boanls of Supervisors, and other persons 
having any official connection therewith. 
Sex'dved, That while we gratefully recognize the 
rare and great practicd value of the different papers 
read before the Convention, we do not assume re­ 
sponsibility for every sentiment they contain, tu t 
only hold ourselves responsible for the principles 
at.d acts formally indorsed by a i ote of this body. 
The Secretary read a translation of a 
communication from Ferdinfind De 1’orter, 
Secretary of the National Prison Reform 
Society of France, approving of move­ 
ments snch as have called this Convention 
together. 
A 
resolution, 
submitted 
by Robert 
Thompson, declaring the nse of alcoholic 
liquors to be the source of three-fourths of 
the crime committed in our midst, wa3 
adopted. 
A paper was read by S. Robert Wilson 
on “ The Causes of Crime from an Indus­ 
trial Standpoint.” 
After the reader had concluded his paper 
and left the stand, Judge Freelon blandly 
remarked that the Convention had adopted 
a resolution disavowing its responsibility 
for or indorsement of the sentiments ex­ 
pressed in papers reld before it, except 
snch as it formally indorsed. 
The paper 
just read, he said, would be placed on file. 
Thomas Hagerty read a very lengthy 
paper oa “ The Prevention of Crimes by 
the Establishment of New Industries.” 
M. L. Parian read a brief speech on the 
evils of a non-apprentice system. 
Colonel 
Zabriskie 
moved 
that the Convention 
adopt the sentiments of Mr. Farlan’s paper. 
The motion was adopted. 
Mr. H edy took the floor and replied to 
Mr. Eagerty’s paper, charging his philan­ 
thropy as sham, and his acts and speeches 
as inconsistent. 
Rev. Albert Williams congratulated the 
Convention on its success, aud the Conven­ 
tion adjourned sine dio.
